RUSSIA MUST PAY 


It Is Now Assured That Japan Will 
Demand Indemnity. 
New 
York, July 
26.—T h at Japan 
will demand an indemnity of Russia 
In the negotiations for peace and that 
the war will be declared at an end at 
the conclusion of the negotiations at 
Portsm outh, N. H., next month, is the 
belief of Baron Koruura, head of the 
Japanese peace delegation, as voiced 
by Lieutenant Almar Salto, who is the 
official spokesm an for the baron on 
this mission. 
L ieutenant Saito in an 
Interview said: 
"I am confident that peace will be 
successfully negotiated by the appoint­ 
ed delegations 
The Japanese will be 
guided by moderation, and no exces­ 
sive dem ands will be made, but the 
sentiment in Japan and Russia is for 
peace, and in the interests of human- . 
Ity and propriety there must be peace. ; 
“The cost to Japan, however, has j 
been very great 
On both sides the j 
loss has been 570,000, Russia losing 
370,000 of these. 
The war is costing j 
Japan $1,000,000 a day, and there is a 
feeling that there ought to be an in­ 
demnity.” 
Asked as to the proba­ 
bility of an armistice, Lieutenant Saito 
said 
that 
probably 
this 
would 
be 
among the first questions the plenipo­ 
tentiaries would consider 
Basing the 
form of th® negotiations on previous 
treaty negotiations, Japan will make 
th® dem ands for Russia’s considera­ 
tion, he said. 
The peace terms, while held invio­ 
late by those who knew their text, 
ware formulated by the em peror of 
Japan and his council. 
Lieutenant 
Saito was asked if in the Hush of vic­ 
tory the Japanese people would not 
feel entitled to more thao any treaty 
would allow, and he said: 
“Th** Japanese are not so gentle as 
to abide by any derision we may make 
but they pay great respect to the of­ 
fices of President Roosevelt and his 
acts have done a great deal to em ­ 
phasize the need for peace. 
Lieutenant Salto further said that 
the Japanese would prefer to have the 
negotiations In th** English language, 
as neither Baron Kornura nor himself 
sjieaks French. 
The matter, however, 
would be settled after President Roos­ 
evelt had met the two representatives. 
As to the attitude of the Japanese 
members 
toward 
the 
Russian 
dele­ 
gates. Lieut* nant Saito said: 
“We adm ire Al. W itte aud Baron 
Rosen. 
The 
announcem ent 
of 
M. 
W itte’s appointm ent to the peace p ar­ 
ty was more welcome to us than that 
of any other person could have been. 
We recognize him as a great sta te s­ 
man.” 
Lieutenant Saito said that 
while a desire tor peace was th® sent­ 
iment of Japan, it was not a desire for 
peace at any price. 
"Japan is In a very prosperous con*

America and England. 
Why, the first 
monument ever erected to any foreign­ 
er in Japan was that to Commodore 
Perry, and the policy and conduct of 
the American people for the last fifty 
years has been one of help to us. 
We 
regard America as an ally without a 
treaty.” 
The question w*as put to Lieutenant 
Saito as to any possibility of conflict 
with the United States In the future, 
as suggested by some of the American 
press at the outbreak of the war, and 
Mr. 
Saito asked 
what could 
bring 
about such a conflict. 
W hen it was 
suggested th a t Japan might covet the 
Philippine Islands, he laughed hea rt­ 
ily and replied that Japan would not 
have the Philippines as a gift. even 
though a bonus accompanied the gift. 
Today President Roosevelt was offi­ 
cially notified of Baron K om ura’s a r­ 
rival and later in the week the baron 
will m ake an informal visit to Oyster 
Bay. 
There is no stated program 
mapped out for the distinguished Ja p ­ 
anese pending the arrival of M. Witte, 
who is expected to arrive next week.

Toklo, July 26.—An official report 
from the headquarters of the Japanese 
arm y in northern Korea says: 
‘‘On 
Monday, July 24, the arm y succeeded 
In dislodging the 
enemy from the
